With the diction of a Barrymore, 
he boasted of conquests over 
lovely ladies in Europe, South 
America and most of the United 
States. 

“All of them put their hearts— 
but more important, their cash— 
in my hands,” he said.

Detectives noted, however, that 
all of his boastings was in gener- 
alities.

PARIS—Whether or 
results of the conference of for- 
eign ministers appear trivie! de- 
pends on the results anticipated. 

For those who hoped to achieve 
a fundamental settlement of the 
German ques- 
tion, the moun- 
tains have labor- 
ed and brought 
forth a mouse. 

But the pessi- 
mists who con- 
demned the con- 
ference to death 
in advance have 
not been justi- 
fied, nor have 
the anxious who 
feared another major act of ap- 
peasement. 

An immense step forward has 
been made in the terms of Aus- 
trian peace treaty which are the 
best yet presented to any nation 
from the standpoint of justice and

reason, 

The treaty terms are, for inst- 
@nce, better than those of the 
Ttalian treaty. They were made 
with the full consent of al! four 
powers, and if they work out 


they are bound to have favorable 
results for the German question 
as well, 

This was the point made by 
Foreign Minister Kar! Gruber in 
an exclusive interview granted 
this writer a month ago 

It is Hot much, but it is some- 
thing, that the raising of the 
Berlin blockade has been con- 
firmed with written guarantees 
and that trade between the two 
wones has been, in principle, es- 
tablished. 

That even this much has been 
achieved is the more remarkable, 
considering the inauspicious cir- 
cumstances under Which the con- 
ference opened. 


The Russians usual, 
ceeded to jay foundations for an 
atmosphere favorable to them. 

On May 12, the Berlin block- 
ade was lifted and, though both 
sides claimed victory, the ges- 
ture came from the Russians. But 
on May 16, the Russians suffered 
a serious setback in their zone 
of Berlin 

In connection with 
the People’s congress 
sSians held a plebiscite on the 
question: “Do you wish German 
unity?” Obviously, everybody in 
Germany wishes unity and, there- 
fore, the Russians and their Com- 
munists were so confident of a 
unanimous favorable vote that 
the elections were perfectly fair 

But Berliners saw that this in- 
nocent question, with its self-im- 
plied answer, was really a vote 
of acceptance or rejection of the 
Russian policy in general and an 
unfa able result absolutely 
flabbergasted the Russians 

Then, on May 19, the railroad 
workers in Berlin's western zone 
Strike against the Rus- 
sian-controlied railroad manage- 
ment, Workers, including non- 
unionists and others, theoretically 
in the Communist union, joined 
them And Russo-Communist 
strikebreaking tactics failed 

This was the most unusual ex- 
perience in the entire history of 
the Soviet Union 

And three days later, Mr. Vish- 
insky had to meet the Western

One can be thankful that the 
conference was conducted sec- 
retly and not on an open stage 
where there would have been 
temptation for each to steal the 
show. 

Though the Austrians won't 
like the terms conceding Russia 
ol) rights, the fact that definite 
ermination has been put to 
them should make the terms 
acceptable. 

And Austria is a far better 
place to test the sincerity and 
reliability of the great powers 
than is Germany. 

In Austria, division never has 
been so bitter; economy is not 
divided; all parties, inchiding 
Socia! Demgecrats, can propagan- 
dize in the, Russiap zone; and 
Austria has no Communist party 
of any consequence whose ad- 
ventures the Soviets may fee! it 
their duty to support. 

From a recent survey of Aus- 
tria—all zones, including the 
Russian—I -am convinced the 
Austrian government can deal 
with any situation likely to arise 
as the result of evacuation un- 
less it takes the form of direct 
external military intervention, 
or a positive act of war. 

And, if Austrian peace suc- 
ceeds, one may anticipate a calm- 
er attitude on all sides toward 
Germany. ;

I would like to suggest that a 
sentiment like that, too literally 
accepted, may be a contributing 
cause to much of the lack of par- 
ental control and influence which 
leads to juvenile delinquency. 

Those of us who are children 
of parents who would have scorn- 
ed to delegate any of their par- 
ental responsibility, prize the in- 
dividualistic and self-respecting 
training we had, even if, at times, 
it had to be austere. 

This tendency to shift personal 
responsibility is a most woeful 
sign of the times and the resu!t 
is degeneracy of public morality. 
Particularly is the parent who 
Shifts responsibility shiftless in 
other ways, too. In contrast, the 
parents of all classes, even the 
least prosperous, who shoulder 
effectively their responsibilities 
to their own children, are alfays 
im the forefront of helpfulness to 
less fortunate children. 

It is true that as individuals in 
a community we must recognize 
our obligations to other members 
of the community, particularly its 
younger members. But as parents 
we ought to recognize our para- 
mount: and practically exclusive 
responsibility for our children. 

No parent who feels she has a 
right to shift part of her respons- 
ibility on to a community can do 


— 


a good job of bringing up a child; 
but any parerit, however limited 
his resources, who shoulders his 
task with loving devotion and 
concern, can succeed against most 
odds, After all, in these days, it 
is not generally the material 
things that are lacking; it is par- 
ental love an; understanding and 
co-operation with the developing 
child. 

I have every sympathy with any 


community effort to help chil- 
dren who lack these things; but 
let no parent think his own 
actual responsibility is lessened 


thereby.

It's not surprising that Britain's 
economic crisis should have given 
rise to discussion on both sides 
of the Atlantic as to whether de- 
valuation of the pound sterling 
would ease the situation. 

Under England's managed (con- 
trolled) currency the pound now 
is pegged at about $4.03. It also 
has a fixed value in relation to 
the currencies of other countries. 
The point in lowering the value 
of the pound would be to encour- 
age foreigners to increase their 
purchases in Britain. 

It works like this: Say the value 
of the pound in United States 
money were reduced from $4.03 
to $3.03. Then obviously an Am- 
erican would save a dollar on 
every £1 transaction he made, 


whether it be for a pair of gloves 
or for food. That would be a 
drawing card for tourists and 
likely would increase exports. 

However, this would cut two 
ways for England. While she 
would be seliing more goods, she 
would have to pay more for ne- 
cessary imports, say from Am- 
erica, and her increasea expendi- 
ture for imports might more than 
offset her gain in sales. 

So Britain thus far has turned 
thumbs down on any idea of de- 
valuation. Apart from other con- 
siderations, the psychological ef- 
fect of such a drastic move might 
be shockingly bad both at home 
and abroad. After all, the value 
of the pound is John Bull’s badge 
of solvency—the symbol of his 
ability to meet his obligations. 


Craftsmanship Treasures

Treasures of craftsmanship, 
made in the cottage homes of 
Britain by men and women who 
have inherited their skills through 
generations, were shown to Sir 
Stafford Cripps recently when he 
launehed the newly-formed Brit- 
ish Handicrafts Export Organiza- 
tion 

Only a few hundred handcrafis- 
men are left in Brithin, but Sir 
Stafford, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, described them as “vital” 
to the country’s export drive 
when he looked over their work. 

Himself a spare-time .wood 
carver, the austere, bespectacled 
chancellor told how the dwind- 
ling band of cottage craftsmen 
has been organized by BHEO 
bring in extra dollars and to 
give British designers and man- 
ufacturers a “high standard of 
artistic and functional quality.” 

He described the organization 
as a non-profit company “formed 
with Government support.” 

“It alms to give our craftsmen 
opportunity to pursue vigorously 
their vocation by supplying them 
with the opportunity to export 
their products .. .” he said. 

Rare curios discovered in the 
rural backwaters of England, 
Scotland and Wales surrounded 
Sir Stafford as he appealed for 
£100,000 ($400,000) of public 
money by loan or gift for the 
enterprise. 

Fine tweeds and shawls came 
from crofter cottages of the 
highlands, where BHEO scouts 
found Mrs. Ishbel Macdonald and 
Mrs. Murdock MeFee weaying 
bome-spuo textiles while their 


husbands were over the moun- 
tains tending their sheep. 

From the Shetlands came shawls 
of lambs’ wool—fine as cobwegs 
and capable of being putled* 
through a wedding ring—the 
work of Mrs. Jack Sutherland, 
whose family skill is traditional. 

Rare art pottery came from the 
little, Welsh village of Eweniy.

Major Howard Fisher, prison 
and police court counselor for 
the Salvation Army, leaves the 
city tomorrow for a new post at 
Calgary. 

In his two years in the city 
“The Major,” as he is known 
around the police station, has 
given advice, assistance, and often 
money, to many hundreds of un- 
fortunates. 

Every morning he interviews

“His services have been invaiu- 
able. He has a wonderful apti-

Major Fisher finds that a large 
percentage of his cases have de- 


tated. He believes that prevention 
ig better than correction and con- 
stantly urges elimination of the 
conditions which breed crime. 

“Bad housing is one of the 
main causes of crime and de- 
lingquency,” he says.

Insecure Child Needs 
Constant Attention 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
One of the joyous experiences of the baby is to be 


|played with by adults who seem to appreciate and love 


‘and want to make him happy. 

Even the tiny baby reacts to the 
tones of the mother's voice, actual- 
ly purrs under the ministrations 
of her soothing hands. Later the 
peekaboos, the rhymes and jingles 
said to the baby, all make him 
alert to react so that the grownups 
will continue to notice and play 
with him. 

But no baby should be played 
with so continuously that a?! his 
emotions about play are bound up 
with some adult. This can Lappen 
when there is more than one adult 
or maybe several children in a 
family to heed the child's every 
whimper and run to end it. After 
six months of age a child be- 
comes acutely aware of the way in 
which he can elicit attention and 
hold it and his demands become 
insatiable. 

It ‘s just as pleasurable for a 
baby to play alone some of the 
time, and he will if he becomes 
convinced that he can get atien- 
tion when and if he needs it. It is 
the assurance of an attentive 
mother, or any other adult in the 
background, which makes it pos- 
sible for the child to be contented 
whether or not they are engaged 
in their own pursuits. 

The baby should be put in a 
playpen or fenced yard or porch 
| where he will be safe without con- 
stant watching. The mother should 
go about her own tasks, with 
cheerful words to the baby to 
make him aware that she is pre- 
sent and thinking of him. 

If she must leave the room she) 
should tell him so, with confident 
words whose tones he will under- 
stand if not the exact meaning. 
Then when he cries, he may be! 
spoken cheerfully, but the mother | 
should go about her business. If | 
she rushes to him to comfort him, | 
she can never be relieved of this 
obligation as he will continue to 
cry for just such attention 

It is the baby’s knowledge that 
his mother is there, that he will 
have his needs attended and that 
he is the’ member of a devoted 
family, which makes it possibie for 
him to give up haggling for con- 
tant attention. 

This sort of behavior is baby's 
way of telling his mother that he 
feels insecure. It is her business to 
recognize that insecurity and end
